more norao'much aa it'deicrveiT JBte mii'at be a 
dull observer, who bar not ere tbii perceived the 
danger to be apprehended .to the right* of the 
State* and the liberties of the people, from the 
uMtpationi of the Federal Judiciary. 
The 


attempt wa* made in Congre*^ by the infamous 
TwicVy Bill, to annihilate th'e rights of the 
State* at one fell blow. It met with disastrous 
failure,-thank* 'to the representative* of the 
people! But against the Federal Judges, we 
have no protection, unless we protect ouraelve*. 
Theira'pp'roach'ei'towards tyranny are not easy 
and;gr*<lual, but bold, open ind alarminK- If 
we find•ounelve* trampled on, and our libcrtiti* 
gone, we cannot »ay tb«t we have been taken 
unaware*. ,They flaunt oppression in our laces. 
They leaven* no alternative but tame, dishonor 
able aubmiwiop, or resistance by whatever 
means may be necessary for defense. 
They 


are the vanguard of the slavery propagandists- 
The latter seek to exteud slavery into the ter- 
ritories, over the ruins of plighted fnith, by 
ruffianism, that is connived at by the govern- 
ment. But their audacity does not stop here. 
They teek to extend slavery orer alt the States. 
Let this be remembered! Let every freeman 
consider it well, for it is true. And for the 
accomplishment of this atrocious purpose, they 
rely on the Federal Judges and do.not rely in 
vain. The doctrine that slavery was so odious 
that it could e.xUt only by positive laws which 
has";beens"o long sealed both in England nnd 
America, slave States as well as free, ia being 
abandoned; and the claim is now set up, that 
8l*ve holders niay-take their slaves, and hold 
them As such, wherever the Constitution of the 
United States extends.- -And this doctrine trill 
be sustained by the Federal Courts ! They will 
tell us that they are national courts, and there- 
upon they will striko down liberty and set up 
slavery, for this U the meaning of " national,'1 


in'their vocabulary. 


Judge Kane distinctly avowed this doctrine 


in the Williamson case, and said that no law of 
Pennsylvania could deprive the slave owner oi 
the right to lake his slaves through that State. 
Let this be established, nnd the " crushing out1' 
proceii will be comjilutod. The States will all 
be clave States,—there will be no free soil in 
tbe Union. 


Congress and the other departments of the 


government may be called to account by the 
people. Not «o with the Judiciary. They sit 
upon their thrones above the people, above 
Congress, above the constitution, because they 
can make the Constitution what they pleaso- 
There i* no,;*afety against their usurpations 
except in the doctrine that the State Courts 
are Independent, co-ordinate and not inferior 
tribunals. Upon this question, the signs of the 
time* indicate, that there is yet to be a conflict, 
and I have no Intention to discuss it now. I 
have simply called attention to the main pur- 
pose, which i* the making of slavery co-exten- 
teniive with the Constitution, and shall now 
allude briefly to the means by which it is sought 
to be accomplished,'as'shown in thi* case before 
Judge Kane: It U first by usurping power and 
then using it to prostrate individual liberty. It 
was a usurpation because Judge Kane bad no 
jurisdiction, a* wa* conclusively shown by Mr. 
Meredith in his argument before the" Supremo 
Court of Penwylvanio on the application for 5 
habeas corpus-. Let it be remembered that this 
wai not a proceeding under the Fugitive Slave 
Act, so tbat the question of jurisdiction does 
dot depend at all on the constitutionality of 
that: .'The*ewere,not Fugitive tlaves, but were 
brought into Pennsylvania voluntarily by Col 
Wheeler, which by all decisions hitherto, ren 
derod them free. If they were restrained of 
their liberty by any one, the State Courts were 
tbe tribunal* to famish relief.. But disregard- 
ing all this, Judge Kane usurped jurisdiction, 
and iuued a writ commanding Mr. Williamson 
to bring tbe negroes before him. He made 
return to tire writ strictly in accordance with 
tbe truth, tbat they were not in hi* possession 
or under his restraint at the time of the issuing 
of tbe writ, and bad not been since that time, 
and he knew:not where they'were. This wan 
the.oniy.retprn he.could make... He could not 
admit that they were under his control,because, 
being'an boneit man, he could not tell a false- 
hood, and because if he did, he would, of course 
be required to produce them, whtch he 'could 
iiet do i' He.did therefore all that he could,— 
•U" that the lawrrequired, because it does iiot 
fequife'e'ltnef » "lie 'or au imponsibilty of any 
uan. . And yet for. doing thi*'Judge Kane com. 
mitted hies ti> priaon as Tor contempt of Court. 
A more glaring act of tyranny i* not on record 
in English or American history. Such acts 
would make the throne of an EuglUb monarch 
totter beneath him, and if the State Courts'of 
Pennsylvania shrink and tremble be fere thi* 
Federal tyrant, and refute relief, the people if 
•eeeaaary ibould rite in their own'defense with 
a righteous indignation that would .not leave 
one atone upon another of the wall* that chut 
Pa**BX»e Williamson from liberty. 


But the main purpose of this communication 


wa* to call attention to tbe fact that thi* case 
i* a literal fulfilment of prophecy. In 18)0, De 
Witt Clinton, .being a Senator of New York, 
and a member of the Court 'of Errors;' delivered 
an opinion in the case of Yates rs. the Peop'.e; 
reported in the__6th_John,.in which he.'con- 
tended ajra«B«* the doctrine that a'citizen may 
be unjustly comnaitted to priion for an alledged 
contempt, and be forever beyond the relief of 
aDy'other -tribunal than the one committing 
him. la that opinion he used the folIowinR 
•troDf Jangvage and^ the terrible prophecies 
which he utter* towards the close, arc being 
literally, "fulfilled by the Federal Judge* of our 
time, ab3 eipeciilly by Juilge Kane in*the case 
efPaaimore.-W.iUianiion. '" • • • ' • . . • • '

f error -will lie in thi* decision ;- and, although 
this may be wicked and oppressive, and may 
operate as an imprisonment for life; yet the 
! court *o acting is not liable to punishment: for 
a commitment i* a judicial act, ana it is con- 
tended, that no judge can be questioned for his 
acts a* such. Here, then, is a case, (excluding 
the favorable interposition of the executive or 
leeislature) where an unjust and. tyrannical 
iudee may. at pleasure, imprison an innocent 
man for life, and yet place punishment at defi- 
anco A doctrine pregnant with such monstrous 
absurdities, and teeming with such horrible re- 
sults, can never be in unison with the letter or 
the spirit of a free and enlightened system of 
jurisprudence. And, although I trust we bave 
nothing to apprehend from such practices in 
tho times in which wo live, yet wo ought to 
keep our eyes fixed on futurity. -The all-perva- 
ding course of corruption, and all-grasping liist 
of power, may raise up for the destruction of 
unborn generations, men who will devote them- 
selves to oppression and to blood. Why are 
we to expect an exemption from the common 
lot of nations t In the true course of events, 
we must, indeed, travel the human round of ca- 
lamity. Pestilence and war, famine and op- 
pression, will visit us ; and we must anticipate 
that in some period, the Tresiiians and the •/<•/- 
fertes of former times will live again in our tri- 
bunals, men who will imprison under the forms 
of justice, and murder with all the solemnities 
of law. 
And when such monsters arise, to 


scourge the human race, let me tell you, that 
thev will be supported by the arm of power, 
and" will bo attended by their obsequious satel- 
lites, and smooth-faced" parasites, who will de- 
ride the magna charta of your liberties, and 
laugh at the majesty of the people."

Particulars »f the horrible Rail Road Ac- 
cident on the Camdru Xt.lt., IV. JT. 


DREADFUL SLAUGHTER. 


Oar exchanges bring us full details of tho 


horrible Railroad accident, as announced by 
telegraph, on the Camden & Amboy Railroad, 
within half a mile of the town of Burlington, 
N.J. 


As the 10 o'clock train from Camdon for 


New York passed through Burlington behind 
time (about fifteen minutes) the 8 o'clock train 
from New York came in view, under full head- 
way. The Camden train immediately stopped 
and the engineer commanccd, as soon aa prac- 
ticable, to reverse the-wheels, but uufortuu.tte- 
ly when backing under full headway ran into 
a team. 


Four cars (the rear ones) were smashed to 


pieces, and all the passengers more or loss in- 
jured, or killed. The two last cars, containing 
about fifty people, were knocked into splinters 
by the force of tho concussion, and it was tho 
occupants of these cars who suffered most se- 
verely. 


Tbe four passenger cars which went down 


the embankmemt were literal/ broken in to 
fragments and tho wood-work of one them 
was reduced to peices, none of which were 
over four inches wide, every panel having been 
crushed apart. 


Tho scene that followed tho dreadful-crash 


can be bettor imagined than described. For 
more than fifty yards, lay scattered around tho 
forms of tho mangled corpses and tho mutilated 
bodies- of the wounded, whose piteous moans 
and shrieks for help were enough to make the 
gtouteat.heart quail. As goon aa tho eonfuston 
attending the calamity had subsided, those who 
were uohurt exerted every nervo and muscle 
in rescuing their fellow creatures from the 
ruins. 


Whilo this sad work was going on, fathers, 


mothers and children might be seen wildly 
rushing from one spot to another, in search of 
those dear relatives with whom a few moments 
previously they hrul been conversing iu safety. 
Many were rejoiced to find their misgivings 
unfounded, but a groat number, alas! were des- 
tined to find the object of their search mangled 
corpses, or suffering tho most excruciating tor- 
ture from broken limbs. The scene was, in- 
deed, a henrt-rendinc one.
